Broken From Battle for 
Ideals, Wilson Longed 


for Love Denied by 
Nation. 


The death of Woodrow Wilson re- 
moves the dominant worid figure of 
the decade from 1910 to 1920. Wil- 
son and Theodore Roosevelt will prob- 
ably go into history as the leading 
actors on history’s stage during the 
generation in which they were the 
culmination. 

Only the mature judgment of his- 
tory can assign Wilson his certuin 
place. He lived and worked and ruled 
in the years thet produced Kaiser 
Wilhelm, Lloyd George, Clemenceau, 
Kitchener and other men who oc- 
cupied whole chapters in world bhis- 
tory. He reached the world’s summit 
of applause during the Varis peace 
conference and his ebb, as broken in 
body and fame, but not in spirit, he 
rode down Pennsylvania avenue 
through the sunshine of March 4 
1921, away from the white house, for- 
ever. 

Born of stern, unbending Scotch 
Presbyterian stock, Wilson had much 
of the cold austerity of Scotland's 
craigs. To him there were only two 
Classes of men—those. for him and 
those against bim. 
ground. Few outside of his immedi- 
ate circle loved him. and he loved few. 
Millions admired him for his admitted 
strength of vision, idealism and _ in: 
domitable courage. Millions 
him for his intolerance to views other 
than his own and for the ruthless- 
ness with which he swept aside op- 
position. His was a lonely, self-con- 
trolled personality. 

Yet, with body broken and old age

Here he 
met James Bryce, then ambassador 
from Great Britain, and collaborated 
with Bryce on his great work on the 
“American Commonwealth.” Un- 
doubtedly Wilson was greatly in- 
fluenced by the scholarly and Utopian 
Englishman. 

In 1885 he married Helen Louise 
Axson, of Savannah, Ga., the mother 
of his three daughters, Margaret. 
Jessie and Eleanore. 

Wiison began his teaching career as 
professor of history and political econ- 
omy at Bryn Mawr, which chair he 
filled for two years, going in 18388 to 
Wesleyan university for a one-year 
stay as professor in the same subjects. 

Went to Princeton. 

Back at Princeton in 1890, as pro- 
fessor of jurisprudence and politics. 
Wisron lectured to crowded class- 
rooms, and in 1892 he was elected 
president of Princeton university.

I supposed everybody knew it, for 
I told all about it on at least one oc- 
easion, how insanitary and unhygienic 
and even dangerous it is to employ 
vas for heating without proper flue 
connection to carry away the prod- 
ucts of combustion. 

The odor the dentist complains of 
is the least objectionable part of it. 
That odor is perhaps attributable to 
sulphur dioxid preduced by the com- 
bustion of the minute quantity of sul- 
rhur compounds in most illuminating 


(eoke) gas and all natural gas. Sul- 
phur dioxid gas in quanity in the 
atmosphere would be an extremely 
irritating and poisonous pollution, but 
the mere traces thus formed prob- 
ably have no other effect than the 
creation of a noticeable odor. 

The headache may be produced by 
the accuniulation of carbon dioxid 
yas in the room. That gas is formed 
in large quantity by the combustion 
of the carbon compounds in the gas. 
It is equivalent, in its effect on

say, 20 patients, a couple of horses 
and a dozen medium size dogs shut

odor, if any,-from such a gathering, 
would also be the least objectionable 
feature, 

Such a headache as the dentist 
complains of is more likely to be 
‘caused by the presence of minute 
| traces of carbon monoxid gas in the 


‘air, This deadly poison is quite 


‘odorless; it is present in large quan- 


| tity in illuminating gas, and it may 


| escape unburned if a burner is cov- 
‘ered with sovut which becomes incan- 
'descent or if the metal of the burn- 
et gets red hot—just as it sometimes 
escapes from a gas water heater 
which is clogged with soot or which 
accidentally becomes red hot, or from 
a coal stove if the iron around the 
iirepot becomes red hot. | 

But the simple pollution of the air 
with carbon dioxid gas (which is the 
same as the gas formed in our lungs 
and given off by breathing), a Zas 
not in itself poisonous, but which 
crowds out the oxygen which we must 
cet from the air, is the probable ex- 
planatien of the unpleasant effects 
the dentist notices. Carbon dioxid, 
when present in large amount, may 
give the air a slightly heavy, sweet- 
ish, unpleasant odor. 

The dentist speaks of ventilating 
without being too cold in the office. 
I doubt whether that is possible on a 
cold day if the heating is a pipeless 
gas stove. I should hitch a pipe to 
the gas stove and connect it to the 
chininey, or if necessary run it qut 
through a hole in the window, if 1 
had to work in that. office, even 
though the place thereby took on the 
apnearance of a shanty. 

The headache, depression, nausea, 
etc., from carbon dioxiée pollution of 
the air, are the less objectionable fea- 
ture; a more serious effect is the 
weakening of the blood and perhaps 
the lowering of resistance to respira- 
tory infections.

My profession has carried me 
around the world twice. I have lived, 
at times, in many countries, and in 
iuny of the principal cities of the 
world; and I am coming back home 
to live, because Georgia is, in my 


and these°are my people. 

“Two yearg ago I saw a great deal 
of this state, and have seen much of 
it lately. I can not see much im- 
provement. In this neighborhood, the 
one big change is the paved road to 
Atlanta. I am not talking just to 
please an audience; in fact, I have 
had very little experience in address- 
ing Civilians. I am saying just what 
{ think; otherwise I might just as 
well not talk at all. I have been

Washington, February 3.—After 
Woodrow Wilson left the white 
house in 1921 he took to the life 
of a retired man of letters, which be 
continued until death. 

He lived alone with his wife in a 
comparatively moderate home for a 
man of his place, and maintained 
most of the time a modest establish- 
ment of three servants and a used 
ear. 

His daily routine was modelled on 
the eight hour day which he once 
told congress was “adjudged by the 
thought and experience of. recent 
yeers, a thing upon which society is 
justified in insisting as in the inter- 
est of health, efficiency and content- 
ment.” He always said grace before 
meals even in the days when life was 
at a low ebb and he had to steady 
himself on the back of his dining 
chair and whisper the words. He 
never failed before closing his eyes 
for what he knew always 
the last time, to read aloud 
from the Bible which 
table at bis bedside.

the presence of death, A man of 
his age, stricken with a similar ail- 
ment—paralysis and general 
down—seldom lives long. ‘The best 
medical skill, careful nursing and the 
constant attention of a devoted wife, 
however, lengthened his span of life 
toward the three score and ten as 
even his most ardent well wishers 
had not dared to hope. 

Mr. Wilson took a modest fortune 
with him from the white house, and 
although he never earned any mon- 
ey during his retirement he was able 
to live comfortably but carefully on 
his capital. 

When he came to Washington from 
the governorship of New Jersey he 
brought with him a few thousand dol- 
lars in savings well invested. His 
salary as an educator never was large 
and his pay as governor wuzs also 
small. He had been raising a family 
of girls, and although he had written 
hooks his royalties were desul- 
When he came into a salary of 
$75,000 a year—the largest he ever 
had received—years of thrift asserted 
themselves and he saved  wmoney. 
tovalties from his writings jumped 
suddenly and tremendously because 
his books came into great demand. 

War Helped Finances. 

Social activities at the white house 
were discontinued because of the war, 
and he saved a great part of his sat- 
ary. It was estimated that when he 
left the white house, Woodrow Wil- 
son was worth more than a quarter 
of.a million dollars. Mrs. Wilson had 
u modest fortune of her own before 
she married. 

Nobody ever knew completely what 
his feelings were for politics during 
his retirement. He took no active 
part, but there were sometimes indi- 
cations that those close about 
were urging him to do so.

“Like the founder of Christianity, ’ 
said Mr. Lioyd George, “the central 
figure in history, and like Lincoln, 
before him, he prosecuted his ideal to 
hig tragic death. ‘These’ circuin- 
stances, if nothing more, 
his memory last in the minds of men. 

“Wilson, like fincoln and other 
idealists, has not lived to see his 
dreams realized. Nevertheless his 
work will be carried on to his own 
glory and the permanent benefit of 
mankind. In the national sense he 
led his country out on to the road of 
world affairs, tcom which there is 
no turning back.” 

His Fatal Failing. 

Plunging into an energetic narra- 
tion of the events of the Paris con- 
Wilson's British colleague

“But Mr. Wilson could not over- 
come his failing. Last year when I 
visited him in Washington he still 
was as bitter as ever against his op- 
ponents. Mr. Wilson walked on his 
weaker opponents—a dangerous pol- 
icy for a great man. One can tram- 
pie on great men. but not little men 
—there are too many of them. 

Tenderfoot in Politics. 

“But, after all, Mr. Wilson was a 
tenderfoot in pelitics. You know 
how mosquitoes in some places in the 
world plague the tenderfoot. If the 
newcomer does not get used to the 
pests, they’ will eat him up. Some 
politicians after being attacked for 
years become inceculated to personal 
criticisms. But Mr. Wilson never 
seemed to withstand political pin 
pricks. They hurt his Saeed. sensi- 
tive nature, Yes, it was the mos- 
auito bites; it was these wounds in- 
flicted. by politicians that broke him 
and hastened his end.” 

Mr. Lloyd George said the feeling 
between Wilson and Roosevelt was 
the most savage hatred he ever had 
known. The former premier told how 
he had first met Mr, Wilson when he 
came to London in_ 1918S. 
not care much for him during 
the early days of their acquaintance, 
but he said-that later he felt he 
}understood Mr. Wilson’s personality 
was drawn to him, despite the 
of “common touch,” 
which he usually found characteristic 
of Americans. 

Worked Too Hard. 

A contributing factor to Mr. Wil- 
son’s breakdown, according to Mr. 
Lloyd George, was  over-work in 
Paris during his heroic labors to per- 
fect a lasting pence. The former 
premier said that personally he took 
time off from the peace conference 
for an occasional game of golf and 
spent week-ends on trips to the dev- 
but President Wilson 
stnyed “chained to his documents” 
and the eonference committee, sacri- 
ficing his life for his country and 
freedom, as surely as did Lincoln. 

To the French and to M. Clemen- 
ceau, Wilson was incomprehensible, 
according to Mr. Lloyd George. The 
American president embodied the 
highest type of the idealism which, 
on occasions, manifests itself among 
the Scotch and Anglo-Saxons, an 
idealism which, the former premier 
no man can live up to all the 
Naturally, at moments, there 
a slackening and compromising, 
then to the Freneh all of Wil- 
idealism was sheer hypoctisy.
